CONSULAR OFEICER, AMERICAN EMBASSY QUITO, DEAR SIR: 

I AM A FOREIGN SERVICE OFFICER, NOT A PROEESSIONAL 
PSYCHIC, BUT I HAVE BEEN INVOLVED IN PSYCHIC EXPLORATIONS 
FOR SOME TIME. A FRIEND SENT ME THE TRANSCRIPT OP 
THE NBC PROGRAM "PASSPORT TO THE UNKNOWN" WITH A 
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REQUEST THAT I TRY TO PIND ADDITIONAL INPORMATION ON 
THE MISSING AMERICANS THROUGH TRANCE COMMUNICATION. 

THIS I HAVE DONE. THE ATTACHED IS FORWARDED TO YOU 
FOR WHATEVER USE YOU CARE TO MAKE OF IT. SINCERELY, 

TO WHOM IT MAY CONCERN: I RECEIVED THE ATTACHED TRANCE 
COMMUNICATIONS ON JULY 17, WHICH I BELIEVE TO HAVE 
BEEN FROM JANE BISSELL, JIM HERSCHBERGER AND STEPHEN 
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BOHN. MY INTERPRETATION IS THAT: 

1) JANE BISSELL WAS BADLY, PERHAPS FATALLY, INJURED 
BY A FALL NEAR A RIVER. SHE WAS TAKEN BY SOMEONE 
BUT THEREAFTER DIED. HER BODY WAS THEN HIDDEN BY 
THE PEOPLE WHO EOUND HER WHO WERE TOO FRIGHTENED TO 
TELL THE AUTHORITIES. 

2) YODER AND HERSCHBERGER WERE MURDERED AT A REMOTE 
MOUNTAIN FARM AND BURIED ON THAT FARM. 

3) STEPHAN BOHN BECAME TOO SICK TOO RAPIDLY TO TAKE 
HIS INJECTIONS. THOSE WITH HIM WERE TOO PANICKED TO 
HELP.
